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A jet plane practiced night flying at the Parchim (iM 54/ 

T 74) airfield between 92 30 and 11:30 p.m. on 15 May 

1950. As far as could be seen it was a two-seater trainer 
with fuselage step. Three flights, each of fiveeminutes 
duration were made with an eight minute interval between 
take-offs, After a long pause the same routine was re- 
peated twice, The field was illuminated during the flizhts.* 
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» Thirty-three jet aircraft with swopt back wings were counted 
on the northern, eastern and southern edges of the field 
on 23 May 1950. ** Tank truck were 
seen being filled from railroad tank cars and while re« 
fueling planes, Trucks 
25X1 were also seen at the field. The jet planés, some in groups, 
practiced flying between 11 a.m. and 7 p.m.
